the critical review of the subject tho work of certain investigators is, 
perhaps, given undue prominence, whilo a few more important observa¬ 
tions nro not sufficiently emphasized. Much stress is laid upon the 
results of animal experiments, mid many interesting and new observa¬ 
tions are recorded in which animals have been inoculated with strep¬ 
tococci obtained from sources other than tho lesions of rheumatism. 
Tho relationship between rheumatio fever and acute tonsillitis is dwelt 
on, and tho recent bacteriological work upon this Bide of tho subject is 
thoroughly roviowed. Hero, again, personal observations are added, 
and soino now experiments described. Tho chapter upon tho treatment 
of the diseaao offers nothing especially new, but there are some sugges¬ 
tions os to the future rational treatment based upon tho author a con¬ 
clusions ns to tho modo of infection and tho part played by tonsillitis m 
tho origin of tho joint involvement. W. T. L. 


International Clinics. Edited by Henry W. Cattem*, A.M., M.D., 
of Philadelphia. Vol. H. Twelfth series, 1902. Tp. viil., 292. Philadel¬ 
phia: J. It. Lippincott Co., 1902. 

This volume opens with an excellent paper by Lupine on the treat¬ 
ment of diabetes mellitus; but tho opinions therein contained should bo 
compared with thoso of Douglas, who has recorded his investigations on 
tho prcacnco and significance of beta-oxybutyrio acid in the urine of 
diabetics, and its relation to tho coma (p. 128). Romrao takes up tho 
now thoroughly-known subject of Geraungs method, and commends it. 
Leguero records two instances of immediate death caused by spinal injec¬ 
tion of cocaine, and emphasizes tho warnings which have been expressed 
in other places in this series. Robino covers rather exhaustively, oven if 
somewhat acadcmio, the treatment of siraplo ulcer of tho stomach—not 
so simple in his treatment as othor than tno French school may suggest. 
Right pages of selected prescriptions nro of value therapeutically, but 
not thorough as to nomenclature. Hepatic cirrhosis is presented by Ed¬ 
wards, although wo prefer the term sclerosis used by Benedict in his excel¬ 
lent paper which follows. Then comes a carefully observed and concisely 
reported inatanco of pseudoleukremia, with chronic relapsing fever, by 
Vickery. May ho continue his important contribution I Ilemmetcr has a 
furtherword on gastro-inteatinal auto-intoxication,and Patton contributes 
to tho always interesting and somewhat ill-defined subject of bradycardia. 
Surgery, obstetrics, and gynecology are woll represented byTVmncsco, 
who prcscnls somo rather astonishing statements about resection of the 
cervical sympathetic, by Coley, Gibbs, Scnn, and Kelly on various topics. 
Walker traverses well filled territory in tho treatment of acuto appen¬ 
dicitis, and takes cognizanco of tho fulminating forms so often tho causo 
of unpleasant surprises. Wo are inclined, oven from tho medical view¬ 
point, to agreo with him, suggesting, however, that if not so frequent as 
no implies, these cases are of immediate urgency. Of tho special articles 
but ono—that of Borissof—on tho functions of tho digestive glamls, 
based upon tho researches of Pavlof and his pupils, rather appeals as of 
especial importance. This is really to ho studied by all advanced 
thinkers on digestivo physiology and pathology. But ono “eminent 
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living physician " is honored with a portrait and skotch in this volumo. 
Tliero is much which is satisfactory in this volume, and while tho edi¬ 
torial blue pencil has been snared there is little that should bo relegated 
to the limbo of the hopelessly bad. It, W, W.

For this edition the author states that ho has carefully rovised tho 
text, included now and useful measures, added nearly ono hundred illus¬ 
trations, and claims it is almost a now work on tho subject. Wo can 
vouch for tho correctness of tlieso statements. Tho uintters which in 
former editions called for our disapproval, and which aro found in tho 
present, aro tho alphabetical arrangements and tho failuro to ailhoro 
strictly to plmrinacopadal nomenclature. Tho objection to tho alpha¬ 
betical arrangement is somewhat diminished by tho classification which 
is found on pages 13 to 47, inclusive. As for pharmacopaiiol termin¬ 
ology, each succeeding edition shows a change for tho bettor. No 
doubt tho author will in tho future closely follow tho nomenclature of 
tho next revision of tho Pharmacopceia, in whoso production ho is taking 
nn active part. Much ns wo havo in other places commended tho ma¬ 
terial found in Part. II., dovoted to Drugs, wo beliovo that tho most 
potent reason for the long-continued and deserved popularity of tho 
nook is to bo found in Part. III., Remedial Measures Other than Drugs, 
Foods for tho Sick, and in Part IV., Diseases. It is in tlieso two parts 
that tho author gives especial proof of tho usefulness of tho work and 
tho reason for the addition of tho qualifying adjcctivo 11 practical ” to tho 
title “ therapeutics.” Hero tho student and tho practitioner find their 
interest acute, and hero ono recognizes tho steady progression of tho 
author's opportunity for observation, tho faithful use which ho had made 
of it, and tho forcible presentation of bis conclusions for tho uso of his 
fellow man. This edition shows great advauco over its predecessors, 
not only in text but in illustrations. Of methods and medicines but 
little ex parte argument obscures tho clcRn-cut decisions reached after 
philosophical reasoning and aggregation of collected experiences. This 
hook will not placo In aboyanco tho dlvorco between laboratory and 
bedside, because of tho simple fact that tho author has studied both 
phases of drug action, and speaks ex cathedra, but because tho clinician, 
from his laboratory experience, can reach inoro accurate conclusions 
based on n broader foundation than one who has not enjoyed similar 
advantages. And, further, tho practical physician thus trained can 
translate in tho languago of practical therapeutics the findings of tho
